When m otorists apply for their 
1934 auto licenses they will find a 
new form to fill out. The new form 
is an application not only for the 
license, but also tor the new cer­ 
tificate of title as provided by act 
of the last general assembly. 
The section devoted to license 
application carries the usual blanks 
to be filled in with the name of car, 
style of body, \e a r built, factory 
and engine number, model, number 
and boie of cylinders and power, as 
well as the name, address, and sig­ 
nature of the owner. 
In the section devoted to the cer­ 
tificate of title 
application 
the 
blanks call for the date on which 
the vehicle was purchased 
by its 
present 
owner, 
how 
purchased, 
from whom, and the amount and 
kind of encumbrances, if any. and 
in whose favor they are drawn. As 
usual the application must be sub­ 
scribed and sworn to befoie a no­ 
tary public, whose fee for this ser­ 
v ic e the law lim its to not more than 
25 cents. 
The usual license fees of SS for 
a vehicle of up to 25 horsepower, 
S12 for 25 to 35 horsepower. $20 
for 35 to 50 horsepower, and $25 
for mole than 50 
horsepower is 
charged, and in addition a fee of 
50 cents is charged for the certifi­ 
cate of title. 
This last fee is re­ 
fluxed only once during ownership 
of the vehicle, a new certificate be- 
l ing required only when the vehicle 
J changes hands. 
In announcing first distribution 
of the new registration forms last 
I week, Edward J. Hughes, secretary 
of state, called special attention 
to term s of the recently enacted 
! certificate of title law which call 
for the presentation of “satisfac­ 
tory evidence of ownership” with 
every application for a license.

bill of sale must be furnished if the 
car is new. 
The new law, sometimes referred 
to as the anti-theft measure, is ex- 
j peeled to reduce by at least $10.- 
1000,000 the thefts of Illinois motor 
\ cars—in addition to which it is ex- 


s pected to reduce by approximately 
i SC,OOO,OOO 
the

insurance 
J premiums necessary for the protee- 
j tiori against theft of Illinois auto­ 
mobiles. 
“In ail of the 24 states where 
similar laws have been in effect,” 
says the secretary of state, “it has 
been found that car theft insur­ 
ance rates have been reduced sub­ 
stantial^ .” 
The office of the secretary of 
| state has established a rule against 
the acceptance of personal checks 
not certified, and will accept only 
certified checks, bank drafts, post 
office money orders, 
or

monev orders in payment of fees 
due the state.

Pi ice fixing Pictured as Uneconomic and Places 
Heavier Burden of Taxation on Poorer Classes, 
Objectives Admirable but Methods Questionable

isan and carp at small weak- 
es which m ight appear

I 
have been slow in public utterances 
to criticize 
President Roosevelt, 
fearing th at I m ight say something

needed. 
I have in my class room, 
when we were dealing with funda­ 
m ental principles involved, felt that 
honesty compelled the most search­ 
ing tests of every principle. I feel 
th a t in this, my own community 
and among my own neighbors and 
friends, where mctives-will not be 
questioned and where publicity will 
not be given for partisan purposes,

With this preface, Dr. Judson F. 
Lee, head of the Departm ent of 
Business Adm inistration and Econ­ 
omics at Lewis Institute, Chicago, 
where he has been a member of the 
faculty for the past twenty-five 
years, presented his views of The 
New Deal in a clear and under­ 
standable m anner to the 
Mount 
Prospect Men’s Club, at its m eet­ 
ing at the public school last night. 
Price Fixing Uneconomic 
Owing to the fact that they cause 
increase in production costs, lead 
to uneconomic price fixing and also 
present a serious enforcem ent prob­ 
lem, wage 
and hour provisions 
which it is sought to establish by 
the cedes are unsound. 
Price fix­ 
ing was pointed out by Dr. Lee as 
uneconomic and in very 
graphic 
style explained how the new deal 
unavoidably places the burden of 
government on the poor and that 
the rich become richer and the poor 
become poorer as a result of pres­ 
ent conditions. 
The provisions of 
the A.A.A., it was pointed out, 
taxes the consumer in order to pay 
the farm er to be idle. 
High un­ 
economic tariff and extreme nation­ 
alism, which in turn leads to un­ 
economic production, was also cit­ 
ed as an unevitable result of prac­ 
tices under the Newi Deal. 
Lower Tariff Desirable 
“I am in sympathy with 
the 
goals and 
objectives which the 
sponsors of the new deal have in 
t 


d,” emphasized Dr. Lee, and in 
inning, a number of items un- 
tfae heading of “way out of the 
depression” were discussed in de­ 
tail. 
Among these, Dr. Lee cited 
the benefits of a lower tariff the 
reduction or even cancellation of 
debts, negotiation of trade treaties 
with any and all countries, mini­ 
mum wage legislation, hour legis­ 
lation and child labor laws. 
The 
assessm ent and levy of taxes ac­ 
cording to ability to pay was also 
recommeded. The control of money, 
home and farm m ortgage refinanc­ 
ing, public works policy, cooperat­ 
ive m arketing and bank 
reform 
were also treated in detail by Dr. 
Lee as suggestions for coping with 
the present economic problems. 
At the conclusion of his address, 
Dr. Lee invited questions from the 
assembly on various features of the 
new deal, which met with enthus­ 
iastic response.

The first hearings in the move­ 
ment to 
disconnect agricultural 
lands from the \ illage of Roselle 
started a few weeks ago by a num­ 
ber of farm ers will be held next 
Monday at Wheaton before Judge 
Win G. Knoch. 
The petitions to 
come before the court for consider­ 
ation are those of Wilber Meyer 
who seeks to disconnect 79.09 acres 
and Ira J. Meyer 
who wants a 
single acre removed from the cor­ 
poration. 
The village of Roselle, defendant 
in the suit, through its attorney, H. 
H. Hitzeman, will ask the court to 


dismiss the petition, it was learned 
Wednesday. 
The Village will re­ 
quire the plaintiffs in the case to 
offer “strict proof” showing that 
they are entitled to disconnection 
as provided by the new Illinois sta­ 
tute. 
It is also understood that issue 
has been joined and a hearing will 
be held early in December on both 
the Siems and Hitzeman petitions. 
The desire by all parties concern­ 
ed is that hearings be held as soon 
as possible so that Judge Knoch 
may render his decisions 
before 
Jan. 1,1934. The farmers feel that 
if they are entitled to disconnect 
under the statute, they should ">e 
granted disconnection immediately 
and not burden with Village taxes 
another year.

Funeral services for August F. 
Wenzel, 77, long-time Arlington 
Heights resident who died Wednes­ 
day night at the Illinois 
Masonic 
home at Sulivan will be held at the 
Lauterburg and Oehler chapel at 
12:30 o'clock tomorrow afternoon. 
It will be a Masonic funeral. The 
Rev. IL A. Kossack will officiate. 
Burial will be in St. John’s ceme­ 
tery at Arlington Heights. 
Mr. Wenzel was born In Germany 
in 1856 and came to America at the 
age of 17. For many years he lived 
at Arlington and was married to 
Miss Emma Leuhring of that vil­ 
lage. She died in 1914, and he was 
later remarried 
to 
Mrs. Amelia 
Sass. After his first marriage Mr. 
Wenzel lived far a time in Chicago, 
then returned to Arlington where 
his wife died. He again moved to 
Chicago after his second marriage. 
He has been at Sullivan the last 
three years. 
lie was a skilled trombonist, and 
did much traveling with various 
musical organizations. 
He played 
with the Marine band, and at the 
world’s fair of 1893 played at the 
auditorium during the entire life 
of the exposition. 
He was a member of St. Cecelia 
lodge No. 865 of the A. F. and A. 
M., of Ben Ilur chapter No. 401 of 
the Eastern Star, and of the Chi­ 
cago Federation of Musicians. 
He leaves his wife, th^ee chil­ 
dren, Albert Wenzel of Arlington 
Heights; Mrs. Estella Findley of La 
Porte, Minn., and Laura Wonzel of 
Chicago, and five grandchildren.

Ways of Oui-of-doors 
In Week-end Session 


Church Organization to 
Visit Sites Connected 
With Early History 


The First Evangelical Church of 
Bensenville, 111. is concluding the 
observance of tile 86th anniversary 
of that institution this Sunday with1 
a Pilgrimage to three points con­ 
nected with the early 
history of 
that church. Their first goal will 
be the location of a site in Leyden 
township near Mannheim road, and 
Irving Park boulevard where the 
first services were held in 1847, in. 
the home of Mi. Deibert. 
These 
services were later transferred to 
an adjoining school, house. 
Some 
time pfior to 1853 a church build­ 
ing was erected at Dunklee’s Grove, 
near White Pines Golf Course. Or­ 
iginally there were 20 graves* at 
this point, but onlv two 
grave 
stones still remain. The third point 
et historic interest to this church 
is the corner of Mt. Prospect road 
and 
Irving Park boulevard, to 
which point (Cogswell corners) the 
church building was moved in 1868. 
A new church was built at this 
location in 1875. This church struc­ 
ture was moved to Bensenville in 
1887. 
Rev. Joop and his congregation, 
hace been devoting the entire week 
to special services and 
events in 
honor of the anniversary. 
As far as is known, this church 
is one of the oldest in the Bensen­ 
ville community.

The third session of the course 
was held Wednesday evening in the 
scout room of the Congregational 
church. 
Subjects involved in the 
evening’s activity were judging, 
map making, and good turn pro­ 
jects, in the approved section and 
patrol activities and 
contests in 
scout signalling for the elementary 
group. 
In the handicraft group, which 
has proved to be a most popular 
course, the men 
continued their 
work of woodcraft, brass tapping, 
linoleum bleck printing, and other 
projects. 
Approximately 75 men are now 
enrolled in one of 
these 
three 
courses. There is to be no evening 
session next week, 
the 
regular 
night 
being 
Thanksgiving 
eve. 
Practical work of the course will be 
finished December 6.
